Jhe police Case. 


There was quite a large alteudalice 


at the session of the district court on 
Friday when tbe case brought by the 
police against two promiueut citizens 
for alleged malicious mischief was in 
order. This was the case that two weeks 
ago was continued by Judge Franklin 
on account of the refusal of City So- 
licitor J. Stacy Brown to prosecute in 
behalf of the city, he appearing instead 
as counsel for the defendants. 


When the case was called yesterday 


the police department was represented 
by Assistant Attorney General Collins 
aud Mr. Brown represented thedefend- 
' ants. The defence moved to dismiss 
tue complaint ou the ground that it 
was not properly drawn. Mr. Collins 
argued briefly for the prosecution and 
the court took the matter under con-. 
Jideration, the case being assigned for 
next Friday. 


or some other kind of fireworks, re- 
ceiving an Injury that destroyed his 
light eye. 


In the declaration he alleges tbat tbe 


defendants were setting off fireworks 
without any special license from the 
City Council, and be seeks to bold 
them liable for tbe damage done as 
tbe result of tbe accident. 


The defendants were members of a 


commit tee tbat bad In charge the prep- 
aration for tbe celebration that was 
taking place iu tbe city of Newport at 
tbe time of the accident. 


Judge Mumford's rescript is as fol- 
lows: 


"The first count of the declaration is 


defective, iu that no facts are shown 
by virtue of which the defendants 
owed any duty to the plaiutnT. 


"Whether the plaintiff wasa licensee 


or a trespasser upon the laud of tbe de- 
fendants, or whether be was upon tbe 
highway or other public place, U uot 
set fori h. 


"Nor does it appear whether or not 
lie is, if upon such highway, a tres- 
passer or simply a spectator of the dis- 
play, in which latter event it has been 
held that he could uot recover. 


"It is not necessary to set forth tbat 


the defendants knew, or by the exer- 
cise of due care might have known 
that the 'explosive bombs, rockets aud 
missiles'were dangerous. By the na- 
ture of the articles they were charge- 
able with such knowledge. 


"The second count ads forth an act 


doue by tbe defeudauls and resulting 
directly in the injury to the plaintiff 
It avers that tbe defendants 'enkindled 
certain rockets, crackers, squibs and 
other fireworks of a combustible nature' 
aud one of the tnme was by force of 
said enkiudliug propelled against the 
plaintiff. The iujury being, therefore, 
one which ensued directly by the act 
complained of, the action should have 
been trespass aud not trespass on tbe 
case. 


"For Ihe same reason the third aud 


fourth counts set forth causes of action 
iu trespass aud not iu trespass ou the 
case.

While a fisherman named Walter

A railroad wrecking 
crew wuMuit here this week to assist 
iu tbe work and the big cranes mount- 
ed ou flat cars have done very effective 
service iu clearing away the accumula- 
tion from the steamer. As soon as 
the hull i« empty it will be taken tr tbe 
shipyard of tbe Cramps where a new 
steamer will be built ou what is left of 
tbe old. 


Tbe burned property along the wharf 


has also been very materially cleared 
up this week. Owing to Ihe disappear- 
ance of noue of the material by relic 
hunters a small force of detectives ha* 
been mixed ID with the workmen to 
see tbat all property tbat belongs to tbe 
company IB properly preserved. The 
interest In tbe fire 1« uot yet all gone, aa 
every day there are many people who 
visit the bceue of tbe conflagration to 
look at tbe remains or see tbe wreckers 
at work. There Is still a brisk demand 
for post cards of the burned vessel.

Lulgl. Tarisio, who. abandoning his 
trade as carpenter, had started collect- 
Ing old violins and was now searching 
in every nook and corner of Italy for 
the treasures of Cremona. He could 
neither read nor write, this enthusias- 
tic collector, but be could tell a valua- 
ble fiddle the moment he saw It, and 
he estimated the worth of Uie Salabue 
"Strad" so well that after he had ac- 
quired It be kept It to himself with all 
the loving care that Its maker had al- 
ready-shown for it 
Tarisio lived en- 


tirely alone in a wretched garret In 
Milan, and one day in the year 1834 his 
neighbors fijund him lying dead among 
n confused heap of Cremouas. The old 
man had amassed a collection of some 
250 Instruments, the result of a thirty 
years' "hunt," and, although he bad 
started life a penniless carpenter, he 
died worth about £12.000.—Coruhill.

She Joxpayer. 


The consumers are the people who 


pay the taxes. 
The tax may be levied 


upou real esta te, so that tbe man who 
owns tbe real estate ia assessed aud it Is 
be who must go to the tax office cud 
make tbe payment. 
But he ii merely 


the middleman iu the 
transaction, 


which Is practically between the gov- 
ernment and the consumer. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the owner of real estate puts 
the tax upon his tenant who rents tbe 
house. The real taxpayer Is thus not 
the landlord, but tbe tenant. If the 
tax is levied upou commodities, the 
man who produce* or owns the com- 
modities DM to pa; It, but he recovers 
tbe amount of tbe tax by Including it 
in tbe price he charges for bis goods, 
•o iu tbe last analysis it is thecon- 
•umer who pays the tax. 
In tbe price 


of |every article which the housewife 
buys at the corner grocery ia included 
the tax which may be levied upou 
imported merchandise or upon the do- 
mestic product and also upou tbe real 
«state lu which the grocer's business is 
carried ou. 


If tbe tax is tbe price of transporta- 


tion, that tax is not really paid by tbe 
shipper,'but by the people who con- 
sume Die shippers' products. 


If the tax is upou mortgages, this 


tax is not paid by the lender of the 
money secured by morlgage, but by 
the borrower, tu this cabe the tux is 
apt to be a kind of double taxation. 
For luatance, a uiau buys a bouse 
which be pays for lu part aud borrows 
tbe rest of the money, giving tbe lender 
a mortgage upou tbe property. Iu this 
case tlie house owner pays direct tax 


• upou the real estate aud also the tax 


upon mortgage, for the lender of the 
money adds tbe amount of the tax to 
the amount of the interest which the 
borrower must pay. 
Tbe stale of 


tilings opernles agaiust the home build- 
era, tbe |>eople of moderate means who 
by Btrlct economy strive to buy homes 
for themselves ou a system of partial 
payments from year to year, and are 
obliged to pay interest upon mortgages. 


These are simple facts, and yet they 


are often overlooked by the taxing 
powers of the country. They are the 
facts which mo most vital in any con- 
sideration of gieiit economic problems 
which confront the country, sucl, as 
the tarlir, nillroud rules and the regu- 
lation of proi-cwes of production and 
trade by meaim of taxation.

JS NOT WELL RECEIVED 


Operators S»y That the ExUtlntr 


Condition* Are (he tlotiiilt of 
Arbitration, but Are Giving 
tin: Mrttier Consideration 


Sfw York. April 6.—Having failed 


to come (o an agreement nmoiig tliem- 
.selves, tlic.liurd coal miners of I'eun- 
,iylvauiu, through 
tlieir representa- 


tives, proposed to tlie operators tuat 
ill matters iu dispute be referred to a 
tjoi'rd of arbitration fur settleuieut, tlie 
tribuual to be composed of itie board 
of concilia tiou wliich was created by 
the award of tlie anthracite strike com- 
mission In 1903, and Judge tiruj of 
Delaware or any person be may appoint 
as cliairjaan ana umpire. If tu« op- 
erators accept the proposition and a 
«onventioa of mine workers approves 
tie plan, tbe 160,000 meu DOW idle iu 
tlie anthracite fields will return to 


Work at ouce. 


While It bad been reported for sev- 


eral days tbat tbe miners might ask 
tliat the differences be arbitrated, tbe 
proposition made to the mine owners 
came to tbem with a great surprise, as 
tlie.v did not believe tbe union leaders 


were ready to leave tbe controversy 
to a third party at Ibis time. 


That tbe operators will accept tbe 


.miners' proposal as submitted Is not 
.generally believed; in fact it is inti- 
mated tbey may flatly refuse the offer, 
-on the ground tbat existing conditions 
ire the result of arbitration. The em- 
ployers, however, bave decided to care- 
fully consider the miners' latest move 
and promise to give President Mitchell 
and his uieu an answer on Monday, 
when another meeting of the two sub- 
committees will be beld. 


The proposition was read to the op- 


erators by Mitchell and along with it he 
submitted the original demands of the 
miners, the reply of the operators in 
which they proposed that the strike 
commission award be renewed and 
continued for three years, and the let- 
ter of Governor Peuuypncker. who 
urged that both parties take reason- 
able efforts to come to an agreement. 


The conference of the subcommittee 


lasted less than on hour and at its 
•conclusion the operators held a meet- 
ing to informally discuss the miners' 
offer. 


The operators at their meeting de- 


cided that before they would frame 
a reply to the miners they would first 
consult all interests in order to get the 
sentiment of the heads of all theconi- 
c.'irryiug roads as well as that of the 
independent operators. 


The anthracite hoard of conciliation 


consists of six members—Ihree rerrc- 
sentiuc: the operators, and 
three the 


miners. These men have held frequent 
sessions duriui. the last three years, 
Fettling local disputes in the anthracite 
region!:. The award of the strike com- 
mission provided that when they could 
not agree a federal Jiidgi- in the Third- 
judicial district should appoint an um- 
pire who should 
make 
n 
decision. 


Judge Gray, president of the strike 
commission, made the 
appointments. 


During the first two years he selected 
Carroll D. Wright as the umpire, but 
during the last year Charles P. Neill, 
the present labor commissioner, acted 
as the arbiter. 


it was stated at the miners' head- 


quarters that If the operators agree to 
arbitration, a call will be sent out at 
once for a convention of miners, at 
which instructions would be adopted, 
If they ratify tbe arbitration plan, for 
(he idle miners to return to work im- 
mediately. 


Reports from various sections of the 


soft coal regions sbow that conditions 
In those fields are improving.

was more coal mined in that territory

THEY WANT CITIZENSHIP 


Present Si.it us In Tluit of Sub- 


jects of United Stiilo-, Which 
Subjects Them to Humiliation

Washington, April 0.—At last It be- 


gins to look as though the hapless peo- 
ple of Porto Itleo were to be endowed 
with the privileges und benefits of citi- 
zenship. Their present status is Ujat of 
subjects, but not citizens, of the United 
States. Kills to confer citizenship upon 
them bave been Introduced in the sen- 
ate by Mr. Foraker and in the house 
by Mr. Cooper, and the outlook is that 
they will be adopted. 


Tulio Larriuaga, the Porto Rican 


delegate, speaks feelingly on the condi- 
tion, of his people. lie complr'ns bit- 
terly of the treatment they have re- 
ceived at the hands of the Washington 
government, and asserts that If the 
United States proposes to keep the isl- 
and It should deal with the inhabitants 
with a larger measure of justice. 


"What is the status of our people, do

ment of the overthrow of John Alex- 
ander Dowie was made last uight by 
Overseer Speicher, who presided over 
a meeting of 500 members of the Chris- 
tian Catholic church In Zion In the 
tabernacle at Zion City. The meeting 
opened with the quotation by varloui 
church dignitaries of passages from the 
Bible expressive of the sentiment which 
has grown up against the self-stylo], 
Elijah 111 and First Apostle John Alex- 
ander Dowie. 


Tbe former leader is suspended from 


membership in the church he founded, 
shorn of his temporal possessions as 
far M they are located in Zion City, the 
home of his church, and warned to ac- 
cept the tltuation quietly lest worse 
things befall him. 


The active revolt against the leader 


ship, of Dowie was foreshadowed Sun- 
day, when Overseer Voliva, who had! 
been placed By Dowie in charge of the 
church while be sought healtli.in Ja 
maica and Mexico, announced that he 
would no longer accept tie orders of 
Dowie, who had, he declared, grossly 
mismanaged the affairs of the chureB. 
The members of the church, including 
the wife and son of Dowie, agreed to 
itand with him. 


The first move looking to his over- 


throw was mndc yesterday by Voliva, 
who holds a power of attorney from 
Dowie. In company with several other 
officers of the church, Voliva hastened 
to Waukegan. the county seat of Lake 
county, in which /ion City is situated, 
and filed a warranty deed transferring 
lo Alexander Granger all the renl estate 
held by Dowie iu Ziou City, lie also 
executed a bill 
of sale to Deacon 


Granger, putting him in possession of 
all tbe personal property of Dowie. In 
eluding his horses and carriages, books, 
and even his bed. 
Later in the day 


Granger conveyed these to Voliva and 
at-nightfall the overseer appointed by 
Do'wie had not only succeeded him as 


i the head of tbe 'church, but was tbo 


holder of all of his property as well. 
The following message was then sent 
to Dowie, informing him of the change 
in the situation: 


"Dowie, Ocotlan, Jalisco. Alex. 
"Telegram received here and 
Chi 


cago. 
I'ractically all. including Cin- 


cinnati representatives, 
endorse 
Vo- 


liva's administration. Rpelcher's rein- 
statement and Granger's retention, em- 
phatically protesting agnlnst your e.\- 
travagence. hypocrisy, misrepresenta- 
tions, exaggerations, tyranny and in- 
justice. 
You are hereby suspended 


from ollice iuul membership for polyga- 
mous teaching a ml of her grave charges. 
See letter. Quietly retire. Further in 
terference 
will 
precipitate complete 


exposure, rebellion, legal proceedings. 
Your statement of stupendously mag- 
nificent financial outlook is extremely 
foolish In view of thousands suffering 
through your shameful mismanage- 
ment. Zion aud creditors will be pro- 
tected at all costs." 


Regarding the polygamous teachings 


mentioned in the message to Dowie, 
Overseer Voliva declared that he would. 
Issue a statement regarding them later, 
when Dowie had been given an oppor- 
tunity for reply. 
He said, however, 


that the teachings had not been public, 
but were of a private character. 


It Is generally believed by the officers 


of the church that the deposed leader 
will make a fight to recover his lost 
power. If this Is done, they declare the 
matter will go to tbe courts. 


Dowle's project for the establishment 


of a colony in .Mexico will be aban- 
doned by the new administration. An 
allowance will be given to Dowie suffi- 
cient fo maintain a residence in Mex- 
ico if he so desires, or he will be re- 
ceived by the new officers of the church 
as a common citizen should be elect 
fo refurn' and take up his residence In 
2ion City. 


No action under the criminal laws 


will be taken against Dowie on ac- 
count of the funds he is alleged to have 
wasted, nor will any civil action, be 
brought to recover moneys expended.

streperous it is said that fi'ls son, Glad- 
stone Dowie, Is prepared

Its quiet church-yard is worth many 
millions to-day, though its Urst seven 
yean' lease was for the nominal rental 
of fifty bushels of wheat a year.

ALONG EXCHANGE ALLEY. 


Let us stop a moment lo look at that 


ridiculous little lane called at different 
times by all sorts of names, from Flat- 
ten Barrlck Alley to Tlu Pot Alley and 
its present title of Exchange Alley. 
It had its origin In a little path lead- 
ing to tbe old Dutch battery ou the 
bank of the North river. Ou the uorth 
side of it is the home of the famous 
Pmkerton Detective Agency, while 
across the way IB tbe fine Astor Court 
buildiug. Properly here is now worth 
* 150 a square foot, while iu 1737 a lot 
ou this same corner brought 18 cents a 
square foot. 


Below, ou tbe west side of Broadway, 


IB Aldricb Court. Four little huts, the 
first babitatious of white men ou Man- 
hattan Island, were built ou this spot 
by Adrian Block, the Dutch navigator, 
who stopped here iu 1615. Ou tbe 
other side of tbe famous-street towers 
the enormous cliff dwelling at 42 
Broadway. 
This is New York's sec- 


ond largest office-building, with more 
than a quarter of a million square ^feet 
of floor space. 


HOME OF THE STANDARD OIL. 


A few doors farther down Broadway— 


passing No. 34, where Commodore Vau- 
derbllt had his steamboat office—we 
reach the home of tbe Standard Oil 
Company and its multitude of affili- 
ated enterprises, at No. 20. It stands 
upon the site of au old buryiug-ground, 
and the remains of the old Dutch 
burghers were relentlessly dug up to 
make way for the headquarters of the 
modern financial magnates. Next, on 
our way southward, we pass by tbe old 
Stevens House, aud the crouchiug lions 
of etoue which still mark tbe site of 
Delmouico's original restaurant and of 
Dauiel Webster's oue'time residence.

ward to tbe Broad Exchange building, 
at the southeast corner of Broad street 
aud Exchange Place. 
The former 


thoroughfare owes ita width, and con- 
sequently its uauie, to tbe caual—the 
Heere Graft, or chief channel—which, 
in Duteb days extended along It? mid- 
dle and euded at this same corner. 
Tbe great office buildiug that i-tauda 
there now is the largest in New York, 
with a total floor space of nearly live 
hundred thousand square' feet, or ten 
acres. Ita assessed value to-day is $5,- 
250,000. A little farther north, on the 
other side of Broad street, is the impos- 
ing white marble facade of tbe Stock 
Exchange, the iustilutiou that rules 
supreme in the world of American fi- 
nance. 


HOW WALL STREET GOT ITS NAME. 
Wall street took its name from the 


early stockade—the chief landward de- 
fense of the little Dutch settlement— 
which ran along its length. Iu 1653, 
when the wall was built, it was but a 
common pasture; later, the noith side 
became Abraham De Peyster's gardeu. 
In 1718 De Pevster aud a citizen named 
Bayard divided tbe whole of the street 
Into lots, and sold them. 
The former 


gave to the city tbe site of tbe present 
sub-treasury, facing Broad street. Thie 
building bas been the scene of many 
stirring events In New York's history, 
Including the reading of tbe Declara- 
tion of Independence and Washing- 
ton's Inaugural and farewell address.—

country, has beeu iu Washington tlie 
lust few days, openly declaring that 
Hearht stands the best chances of being 
nominated for governor tills year, and 
that if elected for that office will be, in 
all probability, nominal d for President 
two years hence.
